Wings Way Through Per- 
ilous Fogs Over Moun- 
tain Tops on Fourth Lap

Chicago, September 
former army pilot, characterized by 
his flying “buddies” as the “luckiest 
fellow in the world,” Leslie Miller, of 
Des Moines, Iowa, today winged his 

way through perilous fogs and over 
mountain tops to take the lead at the 
end of the fourth lap in the New York 
to Spokane air derb,. 

Flying alone in an Eaglerock plane, 
the Iowan took the lead after a close 
contest in which 24 others were en- 
tered. Although he left 
field, New York, the starting place, 
in ninth place, at 6:10 a. m., eastern 
-standard time, he arrived at the mu- 
nicipal airport here, the end of the 
fourth lap and where most of the con- 
testants must stop over for the nizht, 
ahead of the flying pack at 4:43 p. 
m., Chicago daylight saving time, 
completing the 768 miles in 10 hours 
and 42 minutes or a time average of 
about 71 mile&S an hour, including time 
taken for three stops.

A minute and a half behind Miller 
came C. W. Meyers, of Detroit, who 
led today’s flight most of the way. 
Meyers, who was fifth to leave Roose- 
velt field in the chase for the $5,000 
prize which awaits the pilot making 
the best time to Spokane, is flying a 
Waco-10 and is carrying a. passenger, 
Thomas B. Colby. 

J. &S. Charles, of Richmond, Va.. 
was next in another Eaglerock plane. 
He was the first to leave Roosevelt 
field this morning. 

Others were slower in arriving at 
the airport here from the last stop 
at. Bryan, Ohio. 

Plane Noe, 46-was reported out of 
the race, having turned back to the 
starting field; No. 48 stopped at 
Cleveland for the night, while No. 52 
stopped for the night at Bryan. 

No, 40, piloted by Tex Lagrone, was 
unheard from here late tonight. Latest 


reports were from Bellefonte, Pa., 
where it was disqualified because of 


non-arrival. ‘The fate of the plane is 
unknown here. 
No. 46 did not start, and No. 53 was 
forced back by weather conditions. 
The three leaders said the first leg 
of the rlight, from New York to Belle- 


fonte, Pa., was one of the most dan- 
gerous hops they had ever made be- 
cause of the heavy rain and fog. 


Miller Faces Trouble.

Miller, especially, said he had a dif- 


‘fic ult time. 

“I believe it was the most dangerous 
hop L bave ever made,” 
Associated Press. “Most of the way 
I had a visibility range of but 500 
feet. When I was about 50 miles east 
of Bellefonte, it rained so hard that 
the magneto of my machine got wet 
and the mover suddenly stopped. I 
looked about for a landing place, but 
all 1 could see for miles were tree tops. 
I worked on my engine as I was drep- 
ing and finally got one cylinder and 
then seven to working. rode into 
Bellefonte on seven cylinders.” 

Myers said that he was forced, be- 
cause of the bad headwinds, fog and 
rain, to deviate from his course in 
the New York-Bellefonte hop, going 
way down to Reading, Pa. 

.“But after I had reached Bellefonte. 
the weather was. clear ‘ even though 
strong winds prevailed and I had to 
dodge in and about the hills and moun- 
tains,” he added.

Hammonton, N. J., September oe 
Broken and nerve shattered, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Lilliendahl walked uncertainly 
from state troopers’ local headquarters 
tonight, crushed by the knowledge that 
her four-day detention and questioning 
had left authorities frankly skeptical 
that she was telling the whole truth 
when she related how her 72-year-old 
husband, Dr. William Lilliendahl, met | 
a tragic death in a lonely Jersey wood- 
trail four days ago. . 

Ostensibly free in $25,000 bail, but 
still under constant. surveillance, the 
attractive brunette widow, 30 years 
younger than her slain neurologist- 
husband, flinched. under the eynical 
eyes of questioners as she left for her 
Vineland home. 

Tomorrow, still snared in a mesh 
of eircumstances which to the investi- 
gators suggested the Hall-Mills and 
Snyder-Gray murders, the stricken 
widow will see the body of Dr. Lillien- 
dah] for the first time since she fled 
from the murder scene to tell a lurid 
tale of how two gigantic negroes 
robbed her husband and then shot 
him when he rushed to save her from 
attack by the pair after she had been 
stripped by them of her jewels—later 
;found in the weeds a stone’s throw 
idistant. *

old age “blood will tell,” was shat- 
tered tonight when she learned that 
masters of the medical profession 
agreed in conferen@@® today that 
‘blood would not tell’’ whether the 
baby girl she nurses is her child. 

Mrs. Sam Smith continued to in- 
sist that the baby girl in her arms 
had been given to her by hospital of- 
ficials as the result of a shuffle a 
week after she gave birth to a boy. 

No Cenelusive Proof. 

Leading Cleveland physicians an. 
blood specialists called into © confer- 
ence by Judge Carl V. Weygandt of 
common pleas court decided today 
that medical seience could not con. 
clusively prove that Mrs. Sam Smith 
is the mother of the girl she nurses, 
and that blood tests would serve only 
as flimsy evidence of the child’ 
parentage. 

Blood tests and other medical tests 
will be applied to the mother and 
child, however, in the hope that some. 
clew might be found to establish the 
baby’s parentage. John G. Spencer, 
Clyde O, Cummer, Herbert L. 
Koeckert, W. D. Clending and Garry 
C. Myers, were the physicians at the 
conference today. 

“At such an early time after birth, 
is impossible to tell the race or 
to the identity of 
the parents of a child by blood tests,”

RED PARADES HELD 
IN FRENCH TOWNS. 

Paris, September 19.—(United 
News,)—While the American legion- 
naires were parading here, 50,000 reds 
met in the suburbs of Clichy to in- 
augurate the “Place Sacco-Vanzetti" 
and to denounce capitalism, the . 
United States, the legion, and other 
institutions. ' 

Auffray, the communist mayor of 
Clichy, and others denounced the le- 
gion “fascisti.” There were red flags 
everywhere, and the crowd sang the 
“Internationale,” the red anthem. 

Returning to Paris, the commn- 
nists hooted an American flag they 
saw flying from a window in. the 
Avenue Victor Hugo, when someoue 
fired a revolver shot in the air.

Throughout the whole of France 
and ther colonies it was American Le- 
gion day. Every city was flag be- 
decked and ‘often little ceremonies 
marked this, the first official holiday 
ever declared by France in honor-of 
her foreign friends. 


Convention Opens. 

The convention openea this morn- 
ing in the Palais du Trocadero. At 
its session, which lasted two hours, 
President Doumergue, of France, sur- 
rounded by most of his cabinet, wel- 
comed the American soldiers back to 
France. Wartime friendships and 
good will were voiced again in the mes- 
sage of President Coolidge and in the 
addresses of General John J. Pershing, 
National Commander Howard P. Sav- 
age of the legion, Julian M. Thomas, 
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American charge d'affaires, who 


is ill in America. 

For Paris, the heart of France, “la 
grande pafade” was the whole thing. 
At least one million Parisians were 
packed along the four-mile line of 
march, behind the bayonets of the poi- 
lus, the white batons of the police and 
the sleek courser of the mounted re- 
publican guard. Rooms and windows 
everywhere alonggthe route and some 
quite a distance from the parade were 
filled with French faces. No traffic 
was allowed to move along: the line of 
march during the entire afternoon. 

As the American legion met the 
women o€ the auxiliary started their 
convention in a similar spirit. Gen- 
eral Gouraud spoke to them in be- 
half of ‘the army. and Andrew Tard- 
jeu, in behalf of the government, told 
the women héw grateful France still 
is to them, not only for giving their 
men to France, but also for the wom- 
en’s work in the war, and above all 
for the spiritual influence they ex- 
erted during the war. The American 
women in their turn, through Mrs. 
Adalin Wright Macauley, national 
president of the auxiliary. thanked 
their French sisters for “what you did 
for our boys.” 

Pershing Reviews Parade. 

The reviewing stand where Marshal 
Foch, General Pershing and General 
Gouraud and those others who led 
the allies to victory stood for almost 
three hours watching the procession 
was situated squarely in the center 
in the east side of Place de Ja Con- 
corde. In front of. it Champs Elysees 
stretches for a mile toward the Are de 
Triomphe. Its glorious mass of stone 
silhouetted against the cloudy after- 
noon sky. 

Wounded French war veterans had 
places of honor along the line of 
march, being the ontv ones who were 
allowed to stand or sit,in front of the 
unbroken line of blue uniforms which 
guarded the route.

Then came a car carry- 
ing General Pershing, Marshal Foch 
and Commander Savage to the review: 
ing stand. where a group of women

unbobbed hair, greeted them and pre-

| edly was the: Brunswick-Brazil flier. 

It is pointed out that the Vene- 
,zuelan army planes were in their han- 
gars at Maracay at that time and if 
a plane from Trinidad was in that dis- 
trict, it would have been reported 

All the information so far received 
is contained in two telegrams address- 
ed to General Colmenares Pachece by 
Senor Valero, chief of the telegraph 
station at Ciudad Bolivar. which is 
the capital of the state of Bolivar 
and lies about 200 kilometers west 
of the point where the airplane was 
reported seen. 

Mail Carrier’s Story. 

The telegrams stated that the gov- 
ernment mail carrier who left Bar- 
rancas for Tucupita saw an airplane 


pass over the Macaree river going in 


the direction of Boca Grande, the 
largest mouth of the Orinoco river. 
The time was 3 o'clock in. the after- 
noon when Redfern, if still aloft, had 
been flying approximately fifty and 
one-half hours. His fuel. therefore. 
Was near exhaustion, and he could 
not have flown far in the opinion of 
the officials. 

When seen the airplane had a hun- 
dred miles of jungle ahead, traversed 
by numerous narrow rivers, where 
landing would be absolutely impos- 
sible except on the water. It was 
reported flying on the Barrancas-Tu- 
cupita line going in the direction of 
the main mouth of the Orinoco, or 
southeasterly as the crow flies. If 
Redfern held to the east sufficiently 
he would have struck the ocean where 
Boca Grande empties, while if he 
veered to the south he would have a 
thousand miles more of jungle across 
British Guiana into Brazil.

caused the council today to defer action | 
on this matter until its December ses- 
sion at the earliest. 

The spectacle of a small former 
enemy state holding at bay the entire 
council machinery*and the force ‘of 
that body’s .moral authority amazed 
many visitors of all nations who 
thronged the league palace at today’s 
sessions. 

Hungary wants the question referred 
to the permanent court of interna- 
tional justice for an advisory opinion. 
Rumania is ready to accept the coun- 
cil’s decision as it stands. 

A dramatic touch was added to the | 
controversy by Sir Austen Chamber- | 
lain, British foreign secretary, who is | 
chairman of the committee which had | 
the matter under advisement and 
whose report Hungary refused to ac- 
cept.

“The magnitude of the work pre- 
vented the department from being 
prepared at the present time with all 
final and definite plans, but the com- 
mittee were entirely satisfied that the 
report when finished would cover the 
requirements of the lower Mississippi 
valley and would combine the use of 
all the approved mediums of protec- 
tion that have been advocated by the 
states affected by the flood.” 

Money Will Be Asked. 

The committee also learned that the 
plans when finished would carry a 
recommendation to congress for the 
appropriation of such an amount as 
would be necessary to carry on the’ 
work as rapidly as consistent with 
economy of construction, 

At the conclusion of the interview 
the committee was especially pleased 
at obtaining the promise of Secretary 
Davis to make a personal trip of in- 
vestigation through the flooded area 
about the middle of October. 

Before its visit to Washington, the 
tri-state committee conferred with 
Secretary Hoover last week and its 
members now are acquainted with all 
of the steps being taken by govern- 
ment agencies in connection with re- 
lief work for flood sufferers, with the 
emergency repairs to the levees to 
control high water in the spring and 
with the broad study of permanent 
flood control possibilities which was 
the chief subject of discussion in the 
conference with Secretary Davis and 
General Jadwin.

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FLORIDA RATES 
ON SAND, GRAVEL 
HELD TOO HIGH 


Washington, September 19.—()— 
Rates on sand, gravel and slag, ship- 
ped into southern Florida for high- 
way construction and other purposes 
should be reduced, the Interstate Com- 
merce commission was advised today, 
by amounts ranging from 15 to 30 
cents per ton. Examiners assigned 
by the commission to investigate a 
complaint of Florida users of these 
materials reported the present sched- 
ules as too high. 

Most of the gravel and sand con- 
cerned in the investigation was found 
to originate in Montgomery, and near- 
by Georgia territory while the slag 
is produced in the Birmingham dis- 
trict.

TO POWER CONFERENCE 
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In an interview with Colonel Jos- 
eph I. Pratt, chairman ofthe exec- 
utive committee of the Southern Ap- 
palachian Power conference, who is 
stopping at the Piedmont hotel, he 
stated that he — “ cng Ar the 
special purpose nviting ernor 
L. G. Hardman to attend the third 
meeting of the conference which “is 
to be held in Chattanooga, Tenn., 
October 13 to 15 and to address the 
conference on the subject of electrifi- 
cation of rural sections and farms. 

“Governor Hardman has not ac- 
cepted the invitation but he has not 
definitely declined,” said Colonel 
Pratt. 

“Govertor Hardman,” said Colonel 
Pratt, “has proved on his own farms 
the practicability and economy of the 
use of electric energy and he can give 
a big impetus to the extension of 
electrification of farms throughout 
the south by discussing this subject 
at the conference and telling what he 
has accomplished. The conference 
will attempt to answer the questions 
of what electrification of farms means 
to the’farmer and to agriculture, and 
what practical method can be devel- 
oped for bringing electric service to 
the farm. Hon. O. Max Gardner, 
who will probably be the next gov- 
ernor of North Carolina, has also 
been invited to address the confer- 
ence on this same subject as he has 
assisted in the practical electrifica- 
tion of Cleveland county, North Caro- 


lina. 

“Others who will probably discuss 
this subject are Dr. E. A. Stewart, 
professor of agricultural engineering 
in the University of Minnesota; Pro- 
fessor M. J. Funchess, director of ex- 
periment station at Auburn, Ala., and 
Dr. J. S. Thomas, director of exten- 
sion service at the University of Ala- 
bama. ‘The former has made exten- 
sive investigations of this subject and 
is largely responsible for the progress 
that has been made in electrification 
of farms in Minnesota and adjoining 
states, while the two latter have made 
very comprehensive investigation in 
Alabama in cooperation with Ala- 
bama Power company, with the result 
that about 500 farmers are receiving 
electric service.”

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BEREFT OF LEADER 


New York, September 19.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—The great “dry progres- 
sive” wing of the democratic party 
has been bereft of its logical leader 
by the withdrawal of William Gibbs 
McAdoo from the presidential field, 
in the opinion of Edwin T. Meredith, 
fermer McAdoo. backer and secretary 
of agriculturé-during the Wilson ad- 
ministration. 

lf the dry progressive democrats do 
not soon rally round another leader, 
the party is foredoomed to defeat in 
the presidential election, Meredith said 
here Monday. 

Meredith’s statement seemed to be 
both a battle call to the former Mc- 
Adoo branch of the party and a warn- 
ing to the wetter element that despite 
the McAdoo withdrawal, Governor 
Alfred E. Smith will have no clear 
field at the convention. 

“I am personally for a dry progres- 
sive democrat, and feel the selection 
of any other type foredooms the party 
to defeat,’’ said Meredith plainly. 

Both frénds and foes of the for- 
mer secretary of agriculture are well 
aware that he will not allow his party 
to be foredoomed to defeat if he can 
help it. 

Meredith spiked the talk that he 
might consent to run with Smith as 
vice president with another sentence. 

“IT have not, as has been suggested, 
agreed to run as vice president with 
any candidate or talked-of candidate,” 
he said. 

As to whether he himself was a can- 
didate, Meredith said: 

“It takes more ego than I possess 
for one to consider himself the one 
man to be named as candidate for 
president,” 

Meredith laughed at the idea ad- 
vanced by some of Smith’s backers 
that he had come to New York for 
a conference with McAdoo, who is 
also in the city. 

“That the friends of any candidate 
may not be exercised because of the 
fear of a ‘subtle political trick,’ as 
suggested in a morning paper,” he 
said, “I can assure them McAdoo did 
not know of my being here in New 
York, and had no knowledge he 
was here. I supposed McAdoo was 
in Washington. It would bea pleas- 
ure to see him, but I have not seen 
him, nor have I communicated with 
him, nor he with me. Hence no politi- 
cal plot. 

“I am personally sorry McAdoo felt 
impelled to make the announcement 
he has,” added Meredith. “I feel he 
is the one man to lead the dry pro- 
gressive wing of the democratic party.” 

Meredith said there “are many emi- 
nently fitted among the progressives,”’ 
to take up the banner laid down by 
McAdoo, but “as to who it will be, 
I have no knowledge.” 

Pressed for names, he _ suggested 
former Secretary of War Newton JD. 
Baker, Senator Thomas J. Walsh, of 
Montana; Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
son, of Arkansas; Senator Carter 
Glass, of Virginia, and Representative 
Cordell Hull, of Tennessee.

SEEN AS AIDING 
IN HOME SERVICE 


New York, September 19.—(4)—A 
prediction that within three or four 
years power transmitted by rai<lio 
would be put to practical use in the 
home, was made tonight by Rear Ad- 
miral W. H. G. Bullard, chairman of 
the federal radio commission, address- 
ing the National Broadcasters as 
sociation. 

“Today. the average man thinks of 
radio as synonymous with broadcast- 
ing,” he said. ‘Three or four years 
henee high frequency currents enter- 
®< his home without wires may ren- 
der as many forms of daily service as 
the power which today rings his door- 
bell, lights his rooms, toasts his bread 
and runs his wife's washing machine.” 

‘Discussing the development _ of 
broadcasting, Admiral Bullard said: 


“It is outside of the broadcasting | 


band that the federal radio commis- 
sion looks for the most notable de- 
velopments during the next two years. 
Already we have so many applications 
for the right to use short waves — 
the 
higher frequencies soon would be al- 
most as congested as those in the 
broadcasting band were six years ago.” 

He suggested that the life of the 
federal radio commission be prolonged 
so that it may observe carefully win- 


| ter reception conditions and so more 


effectively do the work for which it 
was created by congress last winter. 

The commission, he pointed out, was 
organized March 15, 1927, to remain 
in power for one year. It seems im- 
possible that its task can be com- 
pleted in the time provided, he said.
